Among them 
were 101 cases of paintings from Copen- 
hagen on the steamship Isluml, valued 
at too, 000: M cases of pictures on the 
Edam from Rotterdam, SoOo.ooO; 24 
works of art from the same place val- 
ued at 174.000; 24 packages of models 
from Copenhagen; two skulls and 
hands from Liverpool ou the Germanic 
valued at I2.V one case of black thorn 
stick* on the same steamer, presumably 
for use on the skulls, as the factitious 
broker said; 13 packages of pictures 
from Liverpool, valued at 1110,000; 1.11 
packages of models from London on 
the Montezuma valued at fA 1,000. 

These exhibits for the fair are hur- 
ried through the custom-house much 
faster than ordinary goods. They 
loaded in bonded cars and sent under 
the government seal to the buildings 
at Chicago which are, to all intents and 
purposes bonded warehouses. No duty 
is paid on them, but if their owners 
want to sell they can do so and pay the 
duty at Chicago. Otherwise they will 
be returned to their countries after the 
exhibition Is over through the port by 
which they arrived.

RUN DOWN. 

Government Officers Make an Im- 
portant Raid, 



Capturing Several Well-Known West 
Virginia Counterfeiters. 



Pakkkkmutho, VV. Vn., March 15.— 
The largest and moat dangerous Rang 
of counterfeiters which have infesterl 
this state for many yeara has been 
broken up, and five of the number ar- 
rested. It haa beeu known for a long 
time that a great quantity of counter- 
feit silver money of all denomination* 
has been circulated throughout this 
part of the state, but principally 
through the rural settlements, and the 
government officers have been making 
hard efforts to locate the gang, No 
success attended their efforts, however, 
nntll a short time ago, when Deputy 
United States Marshal C. A. Stalnaker 
secured a clew. He suspected that two 
men named O. W. Webb, a well-known 
citizen of Belleville, eighteen miles 
below, and Madison Heaver, another 
citizen of that community were 
members of the gang. The men 
were traveling over the state selling 
a patent corn-planter, and stalnaker 
found that wherever they went they 
left a trail of counterfeits behind them. 
He tracked them Into Kitchle county 
and from there into Gilmer. They, by 
shrewd devices, secured the confidence 
of one of their friends. Stalnaker 
rinsed in on them at Cilenville and ar- 
reeted them and brought them here and 
put them in jail. The officer was satis- 
fied that Webb and Heaver were but 
two members of a vary large gang, and 
he bo reported to the government. Id 
response Secret Service Agent John 
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ing he returned to the city after a posse 
Officer Webb, Deputy t'nlted States 
Marshals George W. Uobin>.on and C A. 
Stalnaker, Chief of Polio* J. U. Mehcu 
and Conatable Heckwith started at 4 p 
m , intending to go to Belleville by 
steamboat and thence a cr oss the coun- 
try. While at the wharf one of the offi- 
cers noticed a couple of young fellows 
who appeared to be watching them. 
One ol the fellows was a s m of the 
prisoner Webb, and the other a young 
fellow named Ferguson. 

Webb and Ferguson were arrested 
and told that they could either go bask 
to jail or go with them and guide them 
across the country to the homes of cer- 
tain parties. The young men aeleoted 
the latter, and went along under the 
eyes of the guard The posse got off 
the train at the cross-roads, a short 
distance from Belleville, and started In 
sounds for the homes of the two sus- 
pected persons While Marshall Rob- 
inson and Thief Mehun were walking 
•long the road with young Webb 
prisoner snd fuide. ThoOUM Anderson, 
one of tha suspected parties, was seen 
to cross the road, thief Mehen left 
Webb in charge of Marshal Robinson 
and captured Anderson, who it is alleged 
purchased the metal from which the 
counterfeits were manufactured, lie 
is a single man and highly connected. 
The next arrest, made was that of A. K 
Bttrdette, alias Anthony Mills, a farmer 
and produce buyer and seller, knowr 
all over this section. The Jesidenee ol 
Hnrdettc was searched and the officer?, 
found the molds from which twenty 
five-cent pieces and nickels were mold- 
ed. Scraps of metal, the neck or gauge* 
cut from the counterfeits when moid. .; 
were found in the house, besides othei 
evidences of guilt. 

While this was going on at the Bur 
dette place the other members of th» 
posse had gone further up to the nous* 
of another person. On the way thej 
found their uiun, Henry Kiraes. i 
brother-in-law of Hurdette and nephew 
of Representative Kiraes, of this coun 
Kimes was arrested, and with Hur 
dette, alias Mills. Tbos. Anderson anc 
young Webb snd Ferguson, taken back 
to Uelleville. The prisoners wer. 
brought to this city, where Thos. An- 
derson was admitted to bail in the sun 
of J1.000. while HurdetU* alias Mills, 
and Henry Kimes. were sent to jail U 
await trial with Webb and Beaver.
